The Allmm, in its German dress (though inferior to the present Englifih 
one in many respeets), from its apparent superiority oyer more expensiye 
competitors^ is in the hands of many Engh'sh Collectors. It was first pointed 
out to the writer by a lady collecting stamps ; the general idea, on wbf ch it 
was based, adopted and put into the present form. The spaces marked out — 
too small in the German one — are large enough to admit all sizes; the headings 
of tiie several pages were corrected, where in fSftult, a brief description of the 
last issues of Stamps being added to the usefiil matter which the (German 
Album contained on the subject of Post^;e Stamps in the various countries. 

Aift to the Catalogoe added, the information given in the headings was 
extended to tile former issuesi whichi in some instances — Spaing Austria, 
Franee--Ard very interesting. 

The greatest care has been taken not to omit mentioning and describing 
any Stamp ever issued by any Government ; nearly the whole of the Stamps 
described were actually inspected ; those purporting to be rare and foreign 
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underwent several examinations ; and some, though placed in recent Catalogues, 
were rejected as forgeries, or as not being Postage Stamps at all. Collections 
of Local Stamps were made in America ; and, on the whole, no pains were 
spared to obtain a complete list. 

The language used, when describing the Stamps, will be found very 
simple, and not, as in a recent Catalogue, foil of technical terms, unintelligible 
to the Collector generally; the book being chiefly intended for younger 
collectors, it has been adapted to their wants. 

Description of colour, though not an essential difference in the Stamp, 
has been retained, as being more likely to guide the eye ; especially in oblite- 
rated Stamps, where the delicate tracery of the design is sometimes lost. 

A few words to those who do not collect Stamps, and too often ridicule 
others bestowing time and labour upon the arrangement of these trifles. 

The objections raised may be best met by showing the result of a careful 
classification of these Stamps, the study of them being — ^like that of similar 
collections, mineral, botanical, numismatical — suggestive, it calls forth, trifling 
though the object of the Collector's attention be, in classification and arrange- 
ment, a subtlety of observation and discrimination^ which in themselves would 
be ample reward for the pains the Collector bestows upon it. 

Geography and cotemporary history are almost involuntarily taught ; the 
difference in this knowledge among boys who do collect and who do not, 
being apparent to any who like to take the trouble to examine into the facts. 

Some statistical data aa to the Fenny Postage in the United Kingdom, 
taken at random £rom our notes, may not prove out of plaoe, and be worthy of 
remembrance.
